Members of the Board: 


We have audited the financial statements of the various 
funds and account groups of the Town of Pittsburg for the year 
ended December 31, 1990 and have issued our report thereon, dated 
July 26, 1991. As part of our audit, we reviewed and tested the 
Town's system of internal accounting control to the extent we 
considered necessary to evaluate the system as required by 
generally accepted auditing standards. Under these standards, 
the purpose of such evaluation is to establish a basis for 
reliance thereon in determining the nature, timing and extent of 
other such auditing procedures that are necessary for expressing 
an opinion on the financial statements. Such study and 
evaluation disclosed the following conditions that should he 
corrected in order to improve the Town's internal control system 
in relation to the general purpose financial statements. Our 
following remarks are being made in the hope that they will 
improve existing procedures and are in no way a criticism of Town 
personnel.

Due to lack of personnel, the present treasurer signs all 
checks and is also responsible for the recording function, 
There is no segregation of duties between the payment and 
recording function, leading to weak internal controls, 


Recommendation 

The Town should institute a program of dual signatures on 
all checks or preferably separate the bookkeeping function 
from the present treasurer's responsibilities, 


Management Response 
Beginning in 1991 the Town requires dual signatures on all 
checks.

Necessity for Clear-Cut Invoice Cancellation 
During our examination, we noted that a number of invoices 


submitted for payment were not stamped "paid", or otherwise 
effectively cancelled, at the time of payment. 


Employees should be advised that all documents must be 
effectively cancelled to prevent their possible 
resubmission. 


Selectmen should Consider Adopting a Formal Policy on

The Town presently seeks competitive bids on large contracts 
but has no formal policy as to what constitutes a large 
contract. 


Recommendation 
The Selectmen should consider adopting a formal bid policy 
that stipulates cut-off amounts for oral bid requests, 
written bid requests, and advertised bids.

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ROAD AGENT’S REPORT 


In 1991 we started out after town meeting by gravelling the Jesse 
Young Road. Because of the abnormal winter (i.e. three mud seasons 
during the winter), we had an unusual muddy spring. To avoid an 
impassable condition on this road, we gravelled it for the most part 
on frozen ground before the final breakup. Fortunately the previous 
fall, we had cleaned the ditches, and replaced all the bad culverts so 
we ended up with a pretty good road. 


We had an extreme mud condition on Hill Road and River Road as 
well, requiring emergency gravelling as weather permitted. Partly as 
a result of the above conditions (and a good buy on steel I-beams), 
the Selectmen and I worked out a plan for reopening the Happy Corner 
Covered Bridge which was accomplished before winter. 


We were able to complete ditching projects on River Road and Hill 
Road. We started ditching projects on Tabor Road and Danforth Road 
which we hope to finish next summer. 


We have been able to get the roads plowed sooner this winter as 
a result of the new Chevy 1-ton truck. This has turned out to be a 
great asset as it enables me to do three jobs in one (patrol, plow, 
and sand). Also, I don't have to send the big truck into the hard-to- 
get places as I do them with the 1-ton. This cuts the time the trucks 
spend on their routes from about six hours to four. 


Other highlights of the year--we saved the town approximately 
$5,500 by completely rebuilding one of the sanders. This sander was 
ten years old and was about used up. We bought new rails, new bottom, 
and other parts and ended up with a sander which I feel is good for 
ten more years, and at a cost of approximately $2,500 including labor. 
A new sander would have cost us $8,000, so I feel it was worth it. 


This summer we were saddened by the deaths of two of our part- 
time helpers. Alfred Brown, who had served as Road Agent at one time, 
was always available for operating or repairing equipment. Julius 
Sweeney served as wing-man on the plow truck for many years. They 
both are greatly missed. 


I would like to thank all of the crew that has worked for me this 
year, and also the townspeople for their support.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


im 1991 the Pittsburg Police Department saw_an increase in nearly 
every area of activity. Of particular concern was the increase in 
motor vehicle cases and crimes involving our youth. We also sawa 
large increase in accident investigations. The majority of the acci- 
dents were related to speed that was not necessarily in excess of the 
posted speed limit but was excessive for the conditions (snow, ice, — 
etc.). Speeding, especially in the village area, still remains on top 
of the list of violations. The safety of each of you remains our top 
priority and we will continue to strictly enforce the 30 MPH speed 
Limit, 

In regards to the increase in juvenile activity, I can only say 
that this is a community problem that must be solved through a commu- 
nity effort. Our youth are our future and we as parents, teachers, 
law enforcement and other members of the community must work together 
to see that our youth don't fall victim to the poisons of society that 
can rob them of full productive lives. As Chief of Police, I am 
willing to offer my assistance to anyone that needs help. There are 
unlimited resources available to you as parents and to your children 
that can heip in getting tnrough any crisis. I will help you to iden- 
tify these sources and hopefully we can resolve a crisis before it is 
too late. If any of you needs heip in deaiing with a problem, please 
feel free to contact me and I will see that you are given that help. 


At this time, I would like to thank the people of the Panther‘s Den 
who give so freely of their time to give our youth some alternatives. 
An excelient exampie of this was the Halloween Dance, which, in my 
opinion, waS.a great success. 


It was with regret that in 1991 we saw the retirement of Lovell 
"Bunzo" French from the Pittsburg Police Department. Bunzo served the 
town well over tne past years, having been Police Chief and a part-time 
Officer. Our sincere thanks for a job "Well Done". 


In 1991 we prosecuted the following cases: 193 Motor Vehicle, 9 DWI 
and Illegal Possession, 73 Accident Investigations (including one 
fatality), 7 Unauthorized Camping, 42 OHRV Violations, 14 Animal 
Complaints, 8 Juvenile Cases, and 57 Criminal Cases (including Burg- 
laries, Thefts, Drug Charges, etc.). 


Training remains a priority with the Department and, starting in 
1992, a policy of having two men in the cruiser on weekends will be 
implemented for Officer safety. 


In closing, I would like to thank each of you for your support and 
look forward to serving you in the future. I would also like to thank 
each of my Officers for an outstanding job throughout the year.

Have one or more smoke detectors in your home, installed and 
maintained properly. 

Check and clean your chimney frequently if you burn wood. 

Call 538-6611 for any emergency--give name, location, and stay 
on the line until you're told to hang up. 


DON'T Be careless with wood ashes--use a metal container. 
Be careless with gasoline storage--use a metal container. 
Be careless with electric lines, extension cords, drop lines, 
or appliances.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


During this past year, the Board reviewed over twenty subdivision 
applications of which several are still pending. The Board approved 
eleven applications consisting of four lot-line adjustments in the 
Maple Mountain, Beach Road, Dorman/Hill Road areas; four minor sub- 
divisions in the Hall Stream Road, Back Lake Road areas; one major 
subdivision in the Indian Stream Road area; and two grandfathered minor 
subdivisions in the Back Lake Road area. 


The Board continued to diligently work on finalizing the Master 
Plan draft. The first Public Hearing on the plan was held in February 
and it is anticipated that the final Public Hearings will be held in 
January or February of 1992. It is expected that approval of the 
Master Plan will be forthcoming and the completed report available to 
the public by late summer. The Board wishes to extend thanks to the 
many individuals who contributed their time and effort in the develop- 
ment of this very significant and important document. Based on the 
results of the Community Attitude Survey, it became apparent to the 
Board that the residents and taxpayers have a clear vision and opinion 
of the town's future growth and hopefully the Master Plan report 
reflects your desires. 


The Board was fortunate to acquire the services of Joanne Carlson 
in April to serve as secretary of the Board. All Board meetings con- 
tinue to be held on the second and fourth Thursday of every month at 
the Town Office Conference Room, starting at 7:30 P.M. Public Hearings 
on subdivision applications are held on the fourth Thursday when appli- 
cable.
